The Japanese soldier costs his gov­ 
ernment Just ten cents a day, says 
ta e St. Joseph Prass-News, and thinks 
himself well treated and well off. 
Upo n Just what food the Japanese 
■o ldiers do the marvelous 
fighting 
and the exact method of its prepara­ 
tio n and preservation can be learned 
fro m a letter which appears in London 


Truth. 
The regular 
ratio n, it says, coii- 
sists o f rice and dried fish. The rice 
is boiled until quite thick and glutin­ 
o us. 
Nex t it is placed on a ceramis 
Blab, ro lled out, and cut into squares. 
The squares are then placed in the 
sun to dry and often turned. 
When 
hard as sea biscuit and greatly reduc­ 
ed in weight they can be stored. 
A 
certain number are allowed each day 
to the soldier. 
All he has to do is 
to break up a square in boiling water 
and to add the dried fish. 
In a few’ 
minutes he has what seems to him a 
delicio us thick soup. 
If he cannot 
procure boiling water he simply eats 
his rice cake dry. In the fruit season 
he substitutes fruit, when he can ob­ 


tain it, fo r the fish. 
Acco rding to the same authority, 
the J apanese soldier has muscles like 
whipco rd, Is a sure shot, and has an 
ey e fo r landmarks and a memory for 
locality. He can do with three hours 
o f aleep a day , he is 
naturally cleanly,

In d ian a, Wisco n sin , 
Nebraska and 
a few other Western state have laws 
directed against the smoking of ci­ 
garettes, says Leslie’s Week ly . Bills 
of the same sort have been before sev­ 
eral states in the same section, in­ 
cluding Illinois, Michigan and Min­ 
nesota. In most cases these laws are 
so stro n g that they are weak. 
They 
are so sweeping and so harsh that 
the offenders are taking their cases 
to the higher courts, with tne hope 
of having them declared unconstitu­ 
tional. 
These enactments, most of 
which are recent, are a manifestation 
of the radical spirit which alms to 
reform people by statute of by Intimi­ 
dation, which often breaks out in the 
West. 
Kansas has prohibition, but Carrie 
Nation thought it was evaded, and 
she set out with her hatchet to per­ 
form in her own way, and without 
compensation, a work which the po­ 
lice and the courts, in a totally dif­ 
ferent sort of way, were paid to do 
but which she said they neglected to 
do. Ostensibly the anti-cigarette laws 
are in the Interest of the public health 
and the public morals. 
So was the 
whisky 
barrel 
smashing 
crusade 
started by the women of Hillsborough, 
O., a third of a century ago, of which 
Carrie Nation’s outbreak is a belated 
eruption. 
Sometimes these crusades 
do good for a time. Usually, however, 
they run their course quickly, and 
leave society 
just 
about as they 
found it.

It 
may be curious to man y to un derstan d 
h ow an y on e can tell h ow far th e 
bees may fiy, but th is Is simple wh en 
un derstood. Years ago, wh en th e I.ti- 
lan bees were first in troduced in th e 
Un ited States, th ese 
h avin g marks 
differen t to th e common bees already 
h ere, were easily distin guish ed, an d 
after an y bee keeper h ad obtain ed 
th e Italian bees th ey could be ob­ 
served an d th eir ran ge easily n oticed.

New Zealand Songster That Can Be 
Taught Much. 
Among the feathered inhabitants of 
New Zealand there is a bird called ihe 
parson bird, or “ tul.” It is about the 
sixe and ahape of a blackbird, but has 
a pair of delicate white tufts at its 
throat, and Is a glossy 
dark 
green 
otherwise, which looks black In the 
suulighL 
It can be taught to crow, 
to speak, to whistle tunes, and besides 
these tricks It has a repertoire which 
is not often equaled by 
any 
other 
feathered songster. At vespers it has 
a note like the toll of a bell or the 
clear high note of an organ. 
It can 
mimic every bird in the bush to per­ 
fection; it will break off in the middle 
of an exquisite melody and indulge In 
a strange medley of sounds which are 
impossible to describe, but if you can 
imagine “ the combination of a coug^, 
a laugh, a sneeze, with the smashing 
of a pane of glass,” it will be some 
approach to the idea. 
The tul nests twice or thrice a year 
and has large families. Like the other 
birds of New Zealand it seems to be 
unconscious of danger from man. 
It 
is a pity that the birds of this island 
are becoming so 
scarce, 
for 
they 
speak to us of a time when nature was 
harmless, when the snakes, tigers and 
falcons did not exist 


Rate 
in 
Proportion to Commu nity 
Fallen to Alarmingly Low Point. 
The figu res of the decline in Great 
Britain’s birth rate, which arou sed 
such seriou s misgiv ings, 
hav e now 
been su pplemented by similar statis­ 
tics which wou ld seem to point to the 
popu larity of marriage being on the 
decline. 
The y ear 19 03 was marked by a 
heav y slu mp in matrimony , say s a 
London cable to the New York Herald. 
Not only was there a decrease In the 
nu mber of marriages as compared 
with the prev iou s y ear, a phenomenon 
which has manifested itself continu­ 
ously since 189 9 , bu t the rate of mar­ 
riages, based on the marriageable pro­ 
portion of the commu nity , was the 
lowest for more than twenty y ears.

abou t the retu rn is the ev idence it 
seems to giv e that the famou s adv ice 
of Mr. Weller, Sr., to “bev are of the 
v ldders” has taken firm root in this 
cou ntry . 
The nu mber of remarriages among 
widows has been declining steadily for 
nearly thirty y ears and in 19 03 only 
65.8 in ev ery 1,000 widows were called 
u pon to take v ows for the second or 
third time, as against 9 8 in 1879 -1880.
